A recent writer advises us to har­ 
ness our tempers as men harness the 
energy that is stored in waterfalls.

has come over the institution of matri­ 
mony as applied to princes—at least 
to princes of Wales. 
His choice of a 
wife will not be limited strictly by rea­ 
sons of state as in the old days. If it 
is not quite true that the prince of 
Wales can marry any girl he wants to 
—provided the girl is willing—it is 
much nearer to being true than it was 
half a century ago or even half a doz­ 
en years ago. The world war, which 
has changed 
almost 
everything on 
earth, has had a notable effect in this 
respect also. Before the war a prince 
of Wales would have had to marry 
someone of royal blood. Now he can 
go outside the narrow circle of royalty 
if he desires. 
Rumor says that this is what he is 
going to do. In fact, it is hinted that 
the prince has his bride picked out 
already and that it is a case of true 
love writh no politics in its at all. There 
has been no revival of the early re­ 
ports that the next queen of England 
will/be an American girl, and there is 
little likelihood that she will be. 
Probably this is not a matter for re­ 
gret 
It is doubtful whether such a 
marriage would really strengthen very 
greatly the bond of friendship be­ 
tween the two countries.
